He was not a 
candidate for a re-nomination and was succeeded by James 
Buchanan of Pennsylvania. Two other distinguished men of 
this section who were possessed with a lifetime ambition to 
occupy the White House were Daniel Webster and James 
G. Blaine. However, neither could reach the goal of his am­ 
bition and died disappointed men.
